•these institutes.

'•The opportunities afforded by institutes 
for the interchange of experiences and 
ideas about farming, together with infor- 
! mation furnished by experts concerning 
''experiments that promote better crop use 
of land, better adaptation of soil to feed 
crops, belter methods of cultivation and 
production, better handling of products, 
the securing of better prices, spraying 
and a hundred and one other things, have 
the same bearing on successful farming 
thai meetings of manufacturers, -\vhole- 
salers. retailers, banters, etc.. have on 
their undertakings. 


The farmers and organized labor .are 


supposed to be in partnership in the legis- 
lative session at Madison.

THE PRICE OF EDUCATION 


Current expenses for the public school 


systems in the United States increased 
well over fifty per cent in the ten year 
period from 1910 to 1920, the National 
Education association declares. 
The de- 


cline in the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar and the increased expenditures were 
largely responsible for the added costs of 
American education. 


Comparison of the per capita ^osts of 


educating a child in one state revealed 
wide margins between two towns situated 
only a few miles apart. In one. the per 
capita cost was $26: in the other the 
per capita cost was $272. 
There is-no 


way of accounting for the wide diver- 
gence, except that the higher figure was 
indicative of a generous proclivity. 


And while spending generously in the 


pursuits of education is essential, spend- 
ing wisely is vastly more important. 
It 


required' $070.930.000 to run the 
schools in this country in 1920—nearly 
one fifth of England's war debt to the 
United States! And the sum was even 
greater last year. It is no small wonder 
that the 
cost of educating America's 


youth is commanding the attention of big 
men in view of the return received. 


FINANCIAL STATUS OF THE 


FARMER 


Among experts it is quite generally 


agreed that the farmer lacks adequate 
credit facilities and adequate banking 
facilities. 
Yet. it appears to be a fact 


that his credit needs would be less press- 
ing if his banking accommodations were 
larger. 
One of the worse handicaps of 


the farmer is the consequence of a situa- 
tion which, leads state banks to remain 
outside of the Federal Eesene system. 
The farmer's bank cannot rediscount agri- 
cultural paper, therefore, the farmer can 
make only limited loans. 


However, there are special require- 


ments of agriculture which regular banks 
cannot fill. The farmer must be able to 
make long term loans, on proper security 
for productive purposes. 
Yefr it would 


not be to his interest to be able to borrow 
to carry saleable crops or stock from one 
season to another. 


The farmer is entitled to have the fa- 


cilities suitcd^to his particular business, 
the greatest business of all. These con- 
veniences harmonize with sound economic 
principles. The farmer should not make 
the mistake of linking the disparity be- 
tween the prices which he receives for his 
products and the prices which he pays for 
goods. ' He is paying inflated prices. His 
prices are deflated because his foreign 
markets are not as active as they should 
be. Recovery of business in Europe will 
aid the farmer more than credit.

T'»e late Dr. Alexander Graham Bell succeeded 


in collecting: d.ita on numerous families of a doz- 
on or more children, all of high attainments, phys- 
ically, morally and intellectually. But nevertheless 
a three-child family today is a sight for sore eye?;, 
and from that number on tip to 'a complete bate- 
ball nine warrants a special story with pictures in 
the papers. 


Nowadays when the first child arrives the par- 


ents and relatives gather around and joyfully sins 
"O Baby." 
When the second comes along the 


neighbors join in. singing "O Baby." And if a third 
little stranger ventures to put in an appearance 
a social service investigator makes a survey of the 
conditions and lectures the parents to the tune of 
"Oh Baby?" 


Thank coodness however a baby's chance to sur- 


vive the first, year is better today than it has ever 
been. Something like seven out of every eight ba- 
bies now live at least a year. This is a strong- ar- 
gument against "experience" and in fa% or of theor- 
etical or book learning about the care of babies, 
for altho grandmothers and great grandmothers 
had more experience than 
their granddaughter? 


and their great granddaughters arc likely to get in 
the care of babies, the young 'uns now raise com- 
parathely more children than the grannies eier 
managed to raise. The modern young mother, if 
."he is at all intelligent reads and studies more or 
less scientific baby care literature, whereas the old 
time mother depended on luck, -vhich was none to 
good, or the advice of some older hand which was 
generally awful. 
So when granny comes around 


trying to tell the amateur mother how to fix the 
baby it is the wisest plan to ignore her well meant 
but usually bad advice and go by the book. 


Probably the most popular baby book for 
the 


guidance of the amateur mother is the famous Holt 
volume. "Care and Feeding of Children" (published 
bv the D- Appleton & Co., New York.) This is an 
old standby, almost a classic now. but, in my judge- 
ment a little too old, a little obsolete in many of 
its teachings. Another book, which to my way of 
thinking is a good ten or fifteen years more nearly 
up to date, is the excellent Griffith volume, "Care 
of the Baby." (published by W. B. Saunders Co., 
Philadelphia.)
